It is probable that the city council at 
its meeting next Monday will beobliged

All day Corporation Counsel Kraua 
and his assistant searched th4 statutee 
for some clause or seotjan bearing upon 
the present emergency. The result 
was the finding of a section of thn old 
dty charter prov1di°Pr just for such an 
emergency as hsA now arisen. The 
n^w city charter, adi^ted in 1873, un- 
der which the city government is now 
being run, provides that such sections 
or provisions of the old charter as are 
not in couAict with the new c^ty char- 
ter, shall be considered operative 

This section of the ola city charter 
providea tar the deotion of a temporary 
maror, who ahall ha veatad with tee 
full power of jtbe tegular mayor by 
the city counofl, and who shall serve 
until a new mayor is regularly elected. 
It provides further that the city council 
shall call a special election for the s <- 
lection of a new mayor "within 10 days 
after tlM» vacnncy,had occurred. 

Under the provisions of the election 
law a special election may be held with 
20 days^ notice, the only provision be- 
ing that the names of the candidates 
must be cer^lfied to the board of elec- 
tion commiB-^^ oners 15 davs prior to the 
day of the election. It is possible, 
therefore, to elect a Buccesaor to the 
office made vacant by the late Mayor 
Harrison before the first day of De- 
ibar.

Hie Denth nf Miirnr IliirrUnn PutJ a 
Damper on Ail rmtivltlns. 

CuiCAoo. Oct 81.— The official life 
of the world's fair has eadad. Yester- 
day evening was to have haanoneof 
gaiety ud dasaling brilliancy, but the 
death of Mayor Harrison changed all 
that. The meeting at Festival hall 
during the aft.ernoon was brief. The 
audience was detained just long onouKh 
to hear an earnest prayer by the Rev. 
Mr. Barrows, a few explanatory re- 
marka wgarding the change of pro- 
gram-by mridant Palmer, tha raading 
of on Hpproprli^ speedi hr Fraaident 
Higinbotham and th* ^rfaola^ona of 
sympatuy concerning Qurtir BezTiaon'a 
untimely end. 

■These resolutions were read by H. N. 
Higinbotham, preKidont of the world's 
Columbian exposition, who began in a 
clear, firm voice, which grew hu^ky 
and ' trembled for a moment with 
emotion when a certain passage in the 
resolntions was reached. Mr. Harrison 
and Mr. Higinbotham had long been 
asaoeiated. 

The (air waa declared cloeed by 
Thomas W* JMuier, president of the 
nationid 609^iniiUQu, in the following 
'*{t Wit* |iXteuded to close this 
fa& simtiltaueonsi^ with the sound of 
this gavel, the firing of artillery and 
the lowering of the fiag.

Before giving the benediction. Be v 
Mr. Barrows announced that he had 
been requested by the committee to 
read the speech President Higinbotham 
hod written for this day prior to Mr 
Harrison's demise. The speech was as 
follows: ^ 

"Thia is not the time for oratory. A 
duty calls us together which we must 
perform, thougn it fills us with sad 
nesa. The hour is at hand when our 
Feetival must close, and when the 
material things of which it is oomposec , 
must turn back to the four quarters of 
the globe, and the stn^turea which 
sheltered them to the elemsnta ont of 
which thay were created. 

"This is not the time for aznitatlon 
over our victory except in ao f ar aa to 
recognize that without the favor of 'the 
God that guided the frail craft of the 
voyager, 450 years ago. to tUs land, it 
ooola not have been achieved. Elralta- 
tion would be undignified. Gratitude 
to the Almighty ia the only feeling that 
I can harbor in my breast except the 
Borrow which this dosing hour evokes 
We are turning our backs upon the 
fairest dream of dvilisation, and are 
•bout to consign it to the duat It ia 
Mka tha death «< • daMrfri«»nd. It ia 
like bidding fteawall to titaa'e yonth 
It is like all those timee in the life of -a 
man when the thoughts of the present 
are chokad. with the amotioDa of the 
paiit 

"At such times the call of dnty, 
alone, can uplift the haact apd arouse 
it to meet the things that are yet to 
come. That call is upon each one of us 
now. It eoboee in the hearts of all that 
have been touched by these wonders 
which Gkxl has brought to pass. It bids 
Q8 laam the lessons of the past 
to tha orerlasting benefit of ourselves 
and ouit diilmn. It bids us appropri' 
ate to ourselves the imperishable parts 
of this high feast of the arts, industries 
and sciences, and so embalm them in 
memory's treasure house, so that they 
may be best preserved and produce the 
largest f^t la tha ganerationa to 
come.

Through the intervention of friends 
and legal tulentdiere the sentence of the 
court was revoked, and she has since 
resided in this city. Insanity is charged 
as the cause of the raah deed.

But for the fact that 10 polioenaB at 
the Broadway squad with thair bddlM 
and batons defended the prostrate, 
bleeding, mangled and shrieking form 
of the would-be niurdMrar, an la* 
fnriated mob of over 1,600 men armed 
with sticks, cIuIjs and stoneB, would 
have lynched tho fellow. The police 
had all they could do to keep back the 
atrnggling crowd, and, and, aa it waa, 
many a head was cracked by the police 
in their struggles to get til* onuiy man 
tlirough the crowd. 

The police cleared the place and 
marched into the baBement. Behind 
the pile of cornice in the northeast cor- 
ner lay the man who had attempted to 
murder Superintendent Matthies. They 
took up jioritions behind piles of cor- 
nice whicu had been rapidly thrown up 
as breastwork.s. The man had Inddeti 
himself behind a pile about 10 feet 
high, 3 feet deep and about 10 feet 
long. The man behind was crouchin;; 
very low down and in on - hand he held 
his pistol already cocked. 

To scare tho man out the police opened 
fire and about 'iO Bhots were fired. The 
man did not come out at the liryt vol- 
ley, but when a policeman got upon 
top of the pile while thn others were 
averting the man's attention aiul noiut- 
ed a pistol at him already cocked, and 
told him that nu!< as he came out in 
three minutes he would be a dead man, 
the man threw up his hands. The po- 
liceman tool, out his watch and called 
out at the end of one minute; then at 
tho Hecond minute. There was hoard 
an ominous clicking as every police- 
man in the crowd cocked his revolver. 
The man started out with all hasto. 

Policeman 1 >an Gillespie made a rush 
at the man abodt 10 feot before he got 
to the e.xit of llroadway (ind hit Inm on 
the head with his stick. The man, 
shrieking and crying, striking out 
right and left witli his ^st. wsb felled 
to the groitiid and half a dozen police- 
men fell on top of him. It recjnired 
three minutea' steady clubbing to sub- 
due tbe man, who struggled like a wild- 
cat. Then ensued anotlier wild rush 
and tho crowd tried to K*'t at the man 
to lynch him. Tho policemen had the 
greatest diflicnlty in getting the man 
through the crowd to the stationhouse. 

From witnesi-es of the Bhooting, the 
men who had been workiiiK at tiie place 
all day long, it waa learni'ii that the 
man had been loafing' around the build- 
ing all day. He hail been hiding be- 
hind pilcB of bricky aud sayin;; that the 
jioliceiueu and tho superintriident were 
after him. trying to murder him for 
stealiii;; 

Tho men paid no attention to him. 
At o'clock the man <-;ime from be- 
hind a pile, and steppin;.; ui< to the su- 
Iierintendont, dfliliciiitely fire-d two 
shots into his stomacii. Tlu ti, waving 
his umbrell.'i and yelling for the men 
to keep bi'.ck, he took ri'fugo behind a 
pile of bricks. 

The man was locked up in tlie city 
hall police station as a Bi:npic;i!us char- 
acter. He told the sainu Btors- about^ 
the iioliceman trying to muriier him 
for ti.ioo he h..d stolen. Matthies is in 
a critical conilitiou and will probably 
die within a few hours.
